HOTHERSALL MEETS DEATH. 

A gloom was thrown over the racing at For- 
syth yesterday by a fatal accident in the first 
race. Little Robbie Hothersall, the popular 
lightweight, had the mount on Little Jimmie. 
He was in second place on the back stretch, 
betwaen the half and three-quarters when the 
colt fell, breaking his leg. Burns, on Frank 
Jaubert, seemed to cause the accident. The 
field of nine horses passed over the boy and he 
was picked up unconscious, and taken to the 
stable. Two doctors attended him and pro- 
nounced his injuries to be fatal. In addition to 
his right leg, arm and collar bone being broken, 
it was thought the little fellow sustained a frac- 
ture of the skull. He never regained conscious- 
ness and died at 5:40 o’clock at the Baptist Hos- 
pital. 

Hothersall’s brother was with him to the last. 
His employer, T. W. Coulter, was in Cincinnati 
arranging for the shipment of his second racing 
division to Chicago. He wired in answer to the 
information about Hothersall’s accident an 
order to secure the best doctors in Chicago to 
attend the boy and is on his way back. Hotker- 
sall’s parents live in 55th Street, New York. 

The clean, skillful and mannerly little fellow 
was a great favorite. Little Jimmie was shot.

2-year-olds, but Golden Tide with the light im- 
post of 87 pounds, beat her out, with Michael 
Mclnerney a good third. 

In the mile selling race Eloroy, the favorite, 
ran a poor race, Springtime winning handily 
from KiDg Bors. 

The good Rubberneck, an even money chance, 
made the running in the fourth race and lasted 
long enough to beat Revenue by half a length, 
with Yirgie Dixon an indifferent third. 

Ragner, who is getting good, had nothing to 
beat in the fifth event at a mile, and she won 
handily from Rachel McAllister, 

In the last race at five furlongs, Full Measure 
was favorite. She made the running to the six- 
teenth pole, where she swerved and Merry Mon- 
arch got up. beating her a short head with 
Gateway third half a length behind, and a nose 
in front of Roy Lochiel.
